Such long passageways or “ells"* 
were almost commonplace, in 
Colonial or post-Colonial homes. 
The Benjamin Buck House on 
Woburn and Wildwood Streets had 
just exactly that to about sixty or 
Seventy years ago. 

‘One fact to be borne in mind,

Planning Board 


Disapproves of extension 
for Wilton Drive 


‘The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday night disapproved of a 
proposed extension of Wilton 
Drive, off Shawsheen Avenue, The 
extension had been proposed by a 
member of the Chisholm family, in 
order that he build a home ‘on 
Chisholm land, at the end of the 
drive. 

A number of reasons were 
tabulated for the disapproval, 
which meant in fact that there had 
been no approvals by the Board of 
Health and by the Board of Water 
Commissioners. There had been 
objections by neighbors, too, who 
felt that the extension could even- 
tually get to Hopkins Street 
there would be in effect a 
“thruway” for Wilton Drive. 

‘The rejection of the plan by the 
Planning Board does not 
necessarily close the case. The 
Chisholm family can make new 
application in the same case, 
without starting all over. 

The Planning Board also wrote a 
letter to the Town Engineer, with 
copies to the Board of Appeals, 


of Nod, which was about 300 acres 
all or nearly all easterly of the old 
Andover Road as it was called, 
now Woburn Streed. Nod Mill, at 
Martins Brook (easterly) was in 
his purchase. He built what must 
have been for those days an 
elaborate home, on a site that the 
‘Town Crier has never visited. The 
late Capt. George Hathaway 
described it once, to the writer. 

There has never been any 
suggestion that any part (bricks, 
stones) of the Dummer home was 
incorporated in the Harnden 
Tavern, but the thought must 
possibly be considered. The 
Dummer home was destroyed by 
fire in 1796, 

Samuel Dummer was a brother 
of the Royal Governor, for whom 
Dummer Academy was named, 
id in his elaborate (for that day 
and age) household there were 
slaves, probably the first in 
Wilmington, He lived in some 
style, and had a pew in the church 
which was on an equal level with 
the Deacon's Pew. 

Also to be noted is that there is, 
no direct and definite proof that 
run-away slaves were hidden in the 
Harnden Tavern, but the rumors 
have always been very strong, The 


Broken Windows 
Three young 
will pay 


‘An out of court agreement has 
been reached in which three young 
men will pay about $6000, for 
replacement of windows ete, to the 
Sunnyhurst store, in North 

ington 

‘The glass breakage occured a 
week ago Sunday, about three or 
four minutes after Saturday mid- 
night. Two windows and the sign 
were broken, in acts of vandalism. 

‘About eight youths have been 
having open air meetings on the 
lawn and parking lot of Mytron, 
across the street from Sunnyhurst. 
‘The discussion, if one s0 defines it, 
had started at about sundown and 
continued for hours. 

‘After the store was closed, at 
midnight, some of the youths were 
immediately across the street, and 
shortly afterwards the windows 
were broken. This naturally made 
the operators of the Sunnyhurst 
store unhappy. It was the third 
time the windows of that store had 
been broken by vandals. 

‘Some of the youths, too, did not 


Building Inspector and Town 
Manager, saying that it disagreed 
with a recent Wilmington Board of 
Appeals decision for Charlie's
